Encouraging Letters from the Pros- 
pectors. 

By the express on Friday evening the 
Hudson Bay Cocnpuny received at tbeir 
ofica in this city 158 ouoees of roIJ dust 
from Mr O^deo; their aeeol at Fort atuart— 
the nearest station of the Company to Vi- 
talla Creek. Aocompatiyitij; the consign- 
ment ia aleiier from Mr Ogden, in which he 
aiates that the dust waa received from a 
Bmall party ol prospectors io payment of 
goods purobaseii from him. The prospectors 
dog the dust on Yitulle Creek. This etream 
he describes aa small ; but he says all the 
Burners are coofijoot that other and larger 
Streams, rich in mineral wealth, abound in 
the diatrict. The Government Prospecting 
Party, he nddi, conleased to him that while 
at Qjisoelrr.outh they said as lit'le as pos- 
sible about tboir discoveries. Mr Ovden con- 
demns the present use ol the Skeena route 
because of the obstructions which now exu-t 
there. lie also condomns that by way ol 
Fort George and Salmon River, but com- 
mends the route now used via Lake Tutla. 
The report that he bad commenoed Bending 
supplies into the diggings on dog sleds Mr 
O^dau Bays is incorrect ; therelore, thote 
^?q0 rush in earliest mast be prepared for a 
scarcity of food for a lew weeks. 

Tho gold dust, which was kindly shown us 
by the Company, is of dark huo, not unlike 
that obtained on Keitbley creek, It assays 
$17 50 per ounce. Tho pieces range from five 
cents to $5 in weight. Among tho gold are

weigb, perhaps, 1 biteach. The dust attracted 
much attention yesterday. Tbo following let~ 
tera also givo a much moro favorable color to 
the news than the report which appeared in 
the Sentinel ; in continuation ot tbose let- 
ters there ia the dust — vouched for by an tin- 
impeachable witness as the product of tho new 
mines, of the riebnesa of wbieb we entertain 
no doubt; but of coarse tbeir extent has got 
to be determined by tbe results of this season's 
irork. 

Peace Riffr and its S irrrtnndings— 
Early Discoveries — Toi>ugrai>liy, 
etc. 



The iaternal discoveries in Ninth America 
**Ea»e been largely due to the hunter of the 
«6Btern iorestsand lakes, tho voyageur of 
to* oorthero rivers, and tbe trapper of tbe 
western prairie,. Au investigator, of a 
higher and more intelligent cla«f, presented 
himself for the exploration of tho district west 
of the Rocky Mountains in Alexandrr, after- 
Wyde Sir Alexander Macketzie, who it 
1789 undertook the t<isk of exomioiog the 
country oorth of the extreme point then 
occupied by the fur-trnders, io order to dis- 
cover a passage by sea from the Atlantic to 
the Pucific. Departing Irotn Fort Chippe- 
wayau, be proceeded above Uea.-ne Lake, 
«ctared a river, until this time unknown to 
Europeans, except by report, which has been 
called by his name, Mackenzie River , and 
follow ii g its cruise, arrived at the end of 
July at its rnouih, io lut. G9°. llaring thus 
established Iba fact of tbe continuation 
westward ol that northern ocean which 
Hearne bad, in 1771, discovered more to the 
eastward, he reiurcod home. 

Wockerzie's second expedition, more di- 
rectly aflcctioe the region now uuder oonii- 
deration, was c immdiiced in Ociober, 1 792, 
when, leaving Fort Uhippewayan, he as- 
cended the Peace, or, as the Indians call it. 
TJtiijah River, lot onwards of 200 mile j to a 
point io lutiitude 50° 9', where ho built n 
Jog-bouse usd epent tlio winier, Departing 
•thence oo toe 9 u May, 1793 ho proceeded 
up the liv.ar, auJ In June reached its Hource. 
This ho found in a small Inks simaiod iu » 
deep aoowy vaL-y, cmb .aomed in woody 
mountain", The lane is about two miles in 
length, and from three to five hundred yards 
wine ; be found io it trout and crp, and its 
'banks' were clothed with spiuce, whim bitch, 
will iw, aod ul ler : it is io lat. 54° 24', ljog. 
y)VQ>£N hy bis computation. 
"-"^iTis is 'be pnnei,iai water of Macket.ziu 
Ri*r ; which, alter it' junc im with trie 
K k Kiver below the L.ke of t lie Hills, havinv 
dlr-'ody run a distance ol upwards ot 500 
miles, re»caes, under tbe Dames of 81. 
Bi»er nod Mackenzie Hiver, the Arctic 
Ocean nfler a f unbar course of 1000 mile!". 

From ttiis lake he lound a beaten path 
leading over a low ridge of laud of tight 
hundred and seventeen paces iu ieog'b to 
another lake rather smaller than tho last. It 
situate ! in a vull^y ubout a quarter ol a 
mile wide, with precipitous rocit* on either 
gidn, dowu which tall ea-cades, lecdlng Doth 
lake* with tbe uniting Htiowi ol the moun- 
tiins. Passing over this l,.kc, he Uttered u 
small river, wlnob, however, soon guthi?rcd 
strength Iron) i s tributary mountain streams, 
and roebed wi'b great imnetuosity over a b d 
ol flu atones : ihose urc tbe head water* ot 
tbe Tatciactie Tet-ee, or Feasor's River. 

Contimiiie his journey to lat. O.^o, he 
then relumed up toe stream to lat. n3>^°, 
whence he proceoded towardB the PsOifiu oy 
land, On his way, ha rioted women cluiued 
iB mailed burk, edged with the skin of the 
sea-otter. In July ha found the mountains 
covered with compact snow, and yet the 
yviaiber was warm and the mountains beau- 
fcitul. Dejeendiow tbo ma n chata ol idh 
Bocky Mounii.i'ie, he lound the country 
1 covered wiih large trees pine, spruce, hem 
lock, birch, elder and cedar. It abounded 
wiih animals. Alter awhile, con inuiHg his 
course down tin river in a lai^e canoe, he 
arrived on the 19 n ol July at its mouth. 
Thence he went on along the coast, and 
aoroBB the sound to Puiut Met zieo.

In 1806, Mr. Frnser, an employe of Ihe 
North-W'St Company, crossed the sarr.e 
Chain, and established a post on a lake at tbe 
Tatouoha Ta«se, called, after him, Fr- shi'h 
Lake aod River, one hundred miles north of 
Mackei zie's track, bull later Mr Harmon, 
a partner in ihe same company, made au 
expedition in the same direction, tbo result' 
nf whioh ho published, io u thin volume, at 
Vermont, iu 1822. 

The passage inroogh whioh this gentleman 
enteted Caledonia was in latitude fiO' 30'. 
The northern bouodaiy ol the district hosaje 
may be takeo in latitude 57 J , close to the 
eontliernmost of the Russian settlements, 
Tho length, therefore, will be ahoui 550, and 
ihe bres Ith Irorn the mouutaius to the Pacific 
from 3U0 to 350 mi it. 

The height ol the passnife he gives at not 
more that 1000 feet, but tho two eh. ins are 
so loity as to be generally Oovared wiih show 
The liver, he says is not very rupid ; few 
fall* occur, and the portage is not more than 
thau twelve miles to the whole. Two branches, 
one Irorn the oorth and the other in the

The western shore 
is low, and inoeoled by a number nt bays, 
lormed by wooded points p ij ciiuk into tbe 
I ke, Ihe background rising abruptly ioto h 
ridga of bills ol various bmght and magni 
tude. On the east, the view ii limited io a 
rango ol two or thrrc miles, by tho interven- 
tion of a hi:h promontory, from which tht 
eye glances to the snowy summits of the 
Kooky Mountains in ihedis'aut background

May 15th it will be quite early enough. Two 
or three parties will start out with ' lauogans 1 
and dogs In a day or two, but they shipped uj 
gauds by boato last fall.

As the Phlox, 
closoiy attended by tu-r consort, torched 
the vessel's sido tno lutlcr, owing lu 
uad steering, partially st(j7o in her star- 
board puddio box, aud the accident crea- 
ted for moineut iu small degree of con* 
t'usiou. Tho boats were safely coupled 
nowevor, and, ascending the gangway 
witn the whole chip s crow peering our. 
ious!y at ibeon ovur thu iron>plaled sides 
uf too Monarch, tbe ootupuny reached 
.he decli amid a crash of music, and 
,-reetcd by the military salutes ot tlio 
iSngiitib ollicors and marines. Ttie bril- 
mih uniforms ol ihe latter, and their 
martial bearing, made the soeue a sink- 
ing one. 

A moment was spent in looking at 
ibo towering propoi nous of the vessel 
as they appeared Irom without, alter 
A?uioh Uapiuiu Oomiucroll led tno way 
iidow, and assisted by bis officers, pio- 
.•ecded to explain in detail the various 
iijects ot in orost us tney sever- 
al^ presented tueinselveB.
